that Felix Diaz at the head of an 
army of 5000 men has occupied the 
important manufacturing city of 
Puebla, which is located about half

City. It is stated that the fall of 
Puebla followed a battle which lasted 
for almost ten hours in which the

mans, though their action is directly 
contrary to the principles of interna- 
tional law. If an American ship 
should be blown up or should Amer- 
fean life be lost through destruction 
of a Uner or other merchant ship, 
then it is apparent that some decisive 
steps must be taken; but because 
there are not enough troops available 
even to suppress any rioting that 
might occur, as the result of an inter- 
ruption of the relations with the cen- 
tral powers, it is hoped by the admin- 
istration that a disaster will not oc- 
cur.

First Account of the Experiences of the Men of the Amer-

Harrison told 
his story propped up in bed in the 
hospital where he was taken on his 
arrival here suffering from dysentery.
